shows a slight misapprehension of

result from laying bare our moun-

The chief result in removing them 
and uncovering the soil will be the 
drying up of the springs which are 
the sources of streams; less water 
during the Summer, and sudden 
freshets during the Winter and 
Spring, and the denudation of the 
soil, and the covering of valleys, 
already afflicted with the wash of 
the hills, with a new layer of sand 
That these effects will 
follow, can easily be proved by the 
experience of European countries 
where the destruction of forests has 
gone on for hundreds of years, or 
until forbidden by legislation 30 or

There is nothing abstruse in the 
relations of forests to springs and 
streams, says the San Francisco 
Bulletin. They hold the rains 
longer, allowing it to run off in a 
manner most advantageous to the 
manufacturer and agriculturalist. 
They prevent the soil from wash- 
ing, an evil whose seriousness will 
be understood when the reader is 
informed that there are fifty com- 
munes in the Alps, ence clothed 
with vegetation, in which there is 
now nothing but bare rocks. It is 
said by some European writers that 
if the process is not checked, France 
will in fifty years be separated from 
Savoy by a desert like that which 
separates Egypt frem Syria. 

The French Government is, how- 
ever, alive to the disastrous conse- 
quences of allowing the forests to 
be destroyed, and has, since the 
forestry laws of 1861 were passed, 
expended directly or indirectly in 
tree-planting not far from 2,000,000 

francs. In Italy similar precau- 
tions are being taken, and with 
such good effect that by the partial

Mrs. Uhler’s Statement Con- 
cerning the Tragedy. 


CONKLING REMANDED TO THE TOMBS 


Efforts Being Made to Release Him 
on Bail. 


(PRESS DISPATCHES.) 


New York, March 22. 

There was a great crowd at the 
Haverstick inquest to-day, including 
many members of the Mining Ex- 
change, of which the dead man was a 
member, Conkling’s friends attended 
also in force, among them the veteran 
theatrical manager Thomas Maguire 
of San Francisco. 

A servant testified that Conkling 
told her to bring a crowd of people, as 
he had killed Haverstick. 

Mrs. Uhler was tashionably dressed 
and kept a handkerchief almost con- 
stantly to her eyes, which were red 
and swollen from weeping. Amid 
sobs, she said her name was Emma II. 
Uhler. Sbe spoke so low the Coroner 
was obliged to repeat her answers to 
the jury. She was nervous and ex- 
hausted, and Dr. Amidon, her physi- 
cian, had to sit with one arm thrown 
over her shoulder to sustain her. She 
had lived with Haverstick since last 
May, she testified, having been com- 
pelled to leave her husband after 
many quarrels, and when he would 
not let her in the house. She con- 
sented to go with her brother to Reno, 
Nevada, on die afternoon of the trag- 
edy, and talked with him in the pres- 
ence of Haverstick on the matter. 
That evening all three talked over 
the matter. Suddenly Haverstick 
threw off his coat, and, seizing some- 
thing, flung it at her brother. She 
rushed between them, and a shot was 
fired. Haverstick, she reluctantly ad- 
mitted, quarreled with her that even- 
ing and slapped her face. But,“ she 
added, he did not mean to hurt me.“ 

Conkling, in his own behalf, in de- 
tail, told the story of his coming here, 
to effect, if possible, a reconciliation 
between, his sister and her husband, 
or to take her home with him; his 
failure in the first object and his con- 
versations with his sister. They were 
going to Lebanon, Pennsylvania, to 
see her children, and thence to Reno. 
On Monday evening, when he called 
on his sister, he found her crying, 
after a quarrel with Haverstick. She 
begged him to take her away, and 
then came the fatal quarrel. Conk- 
ling’s story of the occurrence did not 
differ from that already published. 
The inquest was ghen closed, and 
Mrs, Uhler was, by her own consent, 
taken to the office of her brother's 
counsel, and thence to an up-town 
hotel. 

The jury found that Conkling had 
killed Haverstick by firing a pistol 
shot, the same being fired under great 
provocation. Bail was refused, and 
Conkling was re-committed to the 
Tombs. | 

The Times has the following special 
account of the Haverstick inquest: ‘I 
occupied rooms,“ said Emma Uhler, 
“until Monday night with William H. 
Haverstick. We had lived there since 
last May. I became acquainted with 
Haverstick two years ago last Sum- 
mer at my home in Brooklyn, where 
I was living with my husband, John 
Clement Uhler. Haverstick did not 
induce me to come to New York and 
live with him. We were living in 
flats, and he came to board with us. 
My husband and I often had quarrels 
about Haverstick. He was jealous of 
him, and our quarrels ended in our 
separation. Uhler would not let me 
into the house one day, and I left him 
and went to live with Haverstick, I 
wrote to my husband, asking him to 
support me, aud he refused. Then I 
went to this man Haverstick, and we 
began to live together. That was 
about two years ago, and Uhler then 
took my two children to Le- 


banon, Pennsylvania. I had no 
correspondence with my brother 
about my trouble before he 


came here, about three or four weeks 
ago. He came to see me at once, and 
we walked out and talked about every- 
thing that had happened. He asked 
me to leave Haverstick and wanted to 
take me right into his own care. I 
told him I would think about it. He 
then wanted me to obtain a divorce 
from my husband. I saw him on Sun- 
day, before Haverstick. He came to 
the house and met Haverstick there. 
We were talking that night about the 
affairs of my husband, and George 
went away with the promise to see me 
the next day. On Monday afternoon 
Haverstick was in the house a short 
time whilemy brother was there. I 
talked with George about leaving and 
he wanted me to get ready and go

I then said to George, ‘Come 
George,’ and I pulled him into the 
parlor. Weall sat down and began to 
talk. Haverstick said something, I 
don’t remember what, and then turn- 
ed to me and said, I did not mean that, 
Emma.“ They kept up a conversa- 


tion. I don’t know what they 
said. I've lost it all. It is all a 
blank. All I know is that Haver- 
stick, who was sitting on the 


sofa, jumped up and pulled off bis 
coat. I saw that, and then I saw him 
do something, I don’t know what. I 
heard something. George was sitting 
in his chair. I tried to get between 
them. I tried to jump some where. 
I don’t know where, I was afraid 
there was going to be something terri- 
ble when I saw that coat. I don’t 
know; oh, I don’t know . Mrs. 
Uhler almost completely broke down 
at this point, but she mastered her 
feelings again sufficiently to allow 
her to proceed. Then George rose, 
she sobbed, and they closed. I think 
after they got together that way I 
heard a shot. Haverstick fell back 
and said ‘I’m gone.’ That is all I 
saw. I heard a shot. I think George 
fired it. I saw Haverstick fall. 
I then off his vest to see if 
I could help ie bim. He was 
dying. Then I ran out and screamed 
ſor help. A lot of people came into 
the house. Haverstick called ſor Dr. 
Amidon. I went to the back room and 
stayed all night, in charge of Dr. Ami- 
don. I was prostrated. The doctor 
could do nothing for Haverstick, so he 
did what he could for me.“ 

The witness seemed about to faint 
as she uttered these disconnected sen- 
tences, but she revived, and in answer 
to her counsel said that Uhler had be- 
gun action against Haverstiek for 
criminal connection with her, and 
she had begun an action against Uhler 
for divorce, which is now pending. 
“My Sbrother’s sole mission in this 
city,’’ she said, “was to cement mat- 
ters between meand my husband, or 
to take me back to his home and pro- 
vide for me. Hesaidtome: ‘Ican’t 
furnish you with luxuries, but I will 


do all Ian,“ 
Conkling told a graphie story of his 


sister’s life and the tragedy in which he 
was a principal, and his voice did not 
faiter once during the recital, He 
said: ‘lam United States Surveyor 
for the District of Nevada. I came to 
this cityfon the 27th or 28th of Febru- 
ary to see if I could not make some 
amicable arrangements between my 
sister and her husband. I went to 
him again to see if he objected to my 
taking Emma to Lebanon to see her 
children. He refused to talk on the 
subject and said there could never be 
a reconciliation between bim and his 
wife. I went to ask him if he would 
contribute anything to the support of 
my sister if she went home with me, 
and I had no better success with him. 

That was the last time I saw Uhler.“ 
The prisoner told the story of the 
shooting in a clear, distinct voice, in 
which there was not one tremor from 
the beginning of the narrative to the 
end: I went back to the house about 
9:30 that evening. I met my sister going 
into the dining room. She was weep- 
ing and seemed greatly agitated. She 
said tome, George, take me now. I 
want to go with you right off to- 
night.” I said, all right. Put on your 
things and you shall come, She was 
walking up and down the room, and 
she stopped and said: “I can’t. He 
won't let me go.“ I said to her: 
“Never mind him, Come along.“ 
She took me by the hand and said, 
“No, you come and see him;“ and I 
walked with her into the parlor. I 

said to him, “Mr. Haverstick, this 
lady is my sister. She has appealed 

to me for my protection and has asked 
me to take heraway.

JOHN c. LEWIS. 
A Short Biography of an 01d Call- 
fornia and Nevada Pidneer. 
John C. Lewe, whose death was 
annoulited last evening, was in 
early days oneof the most promi- 


nent menin Western Nevada. Mr. 
Lewis was born in Lowville, Lewis 
county, N. V., April 28, 1820. He 
was the founder of the first news- 
paper ever published in that 
county. The No License first made 
its appearance in 1846, with Mr. 
Lewis at the helm. He continued 
its publication until 40, when the 
California fever attacked him and 
he left for the golden shvres, land- 
ing in San Francisco early in 1850. 
He went to Plumas county and 


engaged in mining fer a time, then 
started the Plumas Argus. In 1860, 
he came to this State, with the 
Argus material, and started the 
first newspaper ever published in 
Carson—the Silver Age. He was a 
prominent member of the first Ter- 
ritorial Council, held at Curry’s 
Warm pprings Hotel, near the 
State pel tentiary. He continued 
the publication of the Silver Age 
until the Spring of 1865, when it 
was suspended and he formed a co- 
partnership with Col. John J. Mus- 
ser, long since departed, in the 
practice of law. In the Fall of 1865 
the co-partnership was dissolved, 
and he moved to Washoe City 
and started the Hustern Slope, 
which he edited until 1868. That 
year he came to Reno with his pa- 
per and began the publication of 
the Reno Crescent. In 1875 he sold 
his 1 to Col. Dow. Since that 
time he has not been engaged in 
any business. Mr. Lewis was a 
man of more than average ability, 
but was outspoken and always in- 
clined to the unpopular side of ev- 
ery question*discussed by him. In 
politics he was very ressive, and 
as a consequence made many polit- 
ical enemies. His independent 
nature never allowed him to climb 
very high on the political ladder. 
He was a kind and loving busband, 
a good neighbor and staunch friend, 
but a bitter enemy. For several 
years he has been breaking. His 
wiry constitution gradually failed 
him until a stroke ef paralysis, 
about four weeks ago, finished the 
work. Since that attack he has 
been gradually sinkiug, and yester- 
day death’s shadow darkened his 
light forever. He will be buried 
from his late residence on Mil! 
street Sunday.

A FROG RANCH. 


A Gd Chance to Make Money on 
the Truckee Meadows. 


There is money in frogs, and it 
isn’t everybody who knowsit. They 
find ready sale in all large cities, at 
extra prices. Frogs’ hind legs 
properly etioked are a great delica- 
a long way ahead of anything 
else in shape of meat. Quail on 
toast is nowbere. There is no ex- 
pense attached to raising them. 
They feed themselves and do their 
own croaking without assistance. 


Along the Truckee meadows there 
are many ang where frog vine 
yards could be maintained with 
wrofit? In some parts of the East- 
ern States the raising of them is a 
regular industry. The marshes be- 
tween Detroit and Lake St. Clair, 
Michigan, are the resorts of millions 
of frogs, and it is asserted that more 
of them are sold in Detroit than 
any other city of itssize. During 
the frog season heavy shipments 
are made to New York, Boston and 
other Eastern cities. The commer- 
cial frog is said to be as suspicious 
as a wolf, as wild as a deer and as 
shrewd as afox. A good hunter, 
however, has been Known to cap- 
ture two hundred frogs per day, but 
three or four dozen legs are consid- 
ered a fair day’s bag. The animals 
are not worth catching until they 
are two years old, and are not 
„prime“ until they reach the age 
of five. Frogs have been caught in 
the St. Clair marshes weighing as 
much as seven pounds, and having 
legs like drum-sticks. One was 
caught at the bead of Beile Isle 
two years ago which kicked the 
beam at nine pounds.

The Hot Spring at Benton, on the 
C. & C. Railroad. 


A few rods west of the town of 
Benton, Mono county, Cal., issues 
a hot stream of considerable size 
from the fissures of the granite. 


This rock is overlaid with tufa. 
The basin is three to four feet in 
diameter and a depth of half a foot, 
and the water comes up with such 
force and quantity that a yield of 
200 gallons per minute is not an 
overestimate. From the good-sized 
creek thus formed a ditch carries the 
water te town, where it is used for 
drinking and household purposes, as 
itis almost tasteless. That, how- 
ever, some mineral matter must 
exist in solution may be inferred 
from the fact that the rocks near 
the spring show white incrustations 
and efflorescences. No medical 
use is made of the spring; its tem- 
perature is 130° F., but it is said 
that variations to five degrees have 
been noticed. It contains in one 
hundred thousand parts but twen- 
ty-six parts of mineral matter, con- 
sisting of sodium carbonate, sodium 
sulphate, sodium chloride, with
